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THE ROSE RALLY AT SCOTT’S 
HALL 

The Alexander Administration 

Killed Where It Was Born 

As the irony of fate would have 
it, the great' meeting at Scott’s 
hall on the 2nd calls to mind a 
similar political gathering held in 
that same hall on an October 
evening in 1904. On the evening 
named" the hall was packed with 
colored men who met there to save 
Mayor Alexander, then a member of 
the Board of Supervisors, from 
political death. They saved him 
but they came very near killing 
themselves. 

On. the evening of the 2nd was 
gathered at that hall the largest 
colored political meeting held in 
this city for many years. The hall 
was packed to the doors and hun¬ 
dreds were turned away. The 
meeting was the final Rose tally 
under the auspices of the Colored 
Women’s Rose Campaign. Com¬ 
mittee. These noble women, under 
the leadership of Mrs. Katharine 
E Barr, assisted by her able 
secretary, Mrs. B. S. Thompson 
and the popular Miss Estelle Ever¬ 
ett, had met in that hall to liberate 
the colored men from the blighting 
influence of the Alexander rule by- 
overthrowing it through the defeat 
of Mr. Shenk, its candidate for 
mayor. Since the colored men put 
Mayor Alexander in power the 
women have been given the fran¬ 
chise, and it was with their wise 
council and with the aid of their 
franchise that put Shenk and the 
Alexander administration out of 
business on Tuesday. With a 
committee composed of fifty women, 
representing every part of the city, 
Mrs. Barr created an enthusiasm 
among the women voters never 
before witnessed in the city. 

The great meeting opened 
promptly at eight o clock. Mr. 
Titus N. Alexander, who has ren¬ 
dered yoeman service to Judge 
Rose througout the contest, pre¬ 
sided over the meeting with be¬ 
coming dignity. The speeches of 
the evening were great. The ad¬ 
dress delivered by Judge Rose, who 
was the first speaker,’ was one of 


such power that possibly the Judge 
himself did not realize its greatness. 
He will, perhaps, never make a 
greater speech than the one he 
made to that audience. He was 
followed by Mr. Juggins, who made 
a short but telling address. Mr. 
Allander, the speaker of the evening 
followed with an address of more 
than an hour in length, dealing with 
the aqueduct steal. It was a power¬ 
ful arraignment of the present city 
administration and its loose hand¬ 
ling of the public money in. the 
aqueduct transaction. It was a 
stinger from start to finish. Gen. 
Prescott, who followed Air. Al¬ 
lander, discussed the hypocritical 
character of the present adminis¬ 
tration. He showed that it had 
gotten into power by false pre¬ 
tenses, kept itself into power by 
false pretenses, and on account of 
its perfidy was doomed to 
defeat. 

Atty. Barnett closed the speak¬ 
ing of the evening with a scathing 
arraignment of the Alexander ad¬ 
ministration for its contemptable 
attitude towards the colored citi¬ 
zens. 

The meeting occupied three hours 
during which time the audience 
displayed no restlesness. Scores of 
the men who had labored all day 
stood upon their feet during the 
whole three hours. 

Another thing worthy of mention 
is the gallantry shown the women by 
the men of the audience, as no 
man remained seated while a lady 
was standing. Although these 
ladies were conducting a great 
political meeting in one of the 
fiercest campaigns in the history 
of the city, they were treated with 
the same courtesy that would have 
been accorded them in a Sunday 
school. 

Too much cannot be said in 
praise of the women for the man¬ 
ner in which they conducted the 
campaign just closed. Besides 
Mrs. Barr and the fifty tireless 
workers composing her campaign 
committee, there were hundreds of 
colored women throughout the city 
who labored with might and main, 
to bring out the voters who elected 
Judge Rose. 


A BENEFIT FOR THE LIBERA¬ 
TOR 

It has been suggested by friends 
of The Liberator that a benefit be 
given for it. This matter is entirely 
in the hands of those who suggested 
it, and whatever they, do will be 
appreciated. We have just finished 
two costly campaigns fought to 
secure fair play for the Negroes. 
Although the campaign just closed 
was a costly one for us, it resulted 
in the complete overthrow of the 
Jim Crow party. 

DIDN’T WORK FOR SHENK 

Mrs. N. M. Reid requests the 
editor to say that she did not 
work for Shenk as announced in a 
previous edition of this paper. 
She says, however, that she voted 
for Air. Shenk. Mrs. Reid’s friends 
are at a loss to know how she 
could vote for Shenk, knowing that 
Shenk represented and was sup¬ 
ported by the men who drew the 
color line on her daughter, Alarie, 
and kept her out of the nurse 
Training School of the County 
Hospital. The drawing of the color 
on her daughter, Miss Marie, re¬ 
sulted in a bitter fight against the 
Supervisors responsible 
for it. The Liberator alone and 
single-handed took up the fight for 
justice to Aliss Marie and others 
of our young women which cost 
this journal $150.00. 

Continuing the fight we brought 
about the defeat of Mr, Shenk, 
because we knew his election would 
mean an indorsement of the color 
line propaganda inaugurated by 
Mr. Shenk’s supporters with his 
hearty indorsement. Mrs. Robinson 
also wants it understood that she 
did not support Shenk as previously 
stated in this journal. This is in¬ 
deed gratifying as it is very diffi¬ 
cult to understand how any thought¬ 
ful colored person could aid in the 
election of Shenk, as his election 
would have given us Jim Crowism 
in its worst form throughout the 
city. And this was well known by 
everybody who wanted to know it. 
At Furlong it was the white lady 
teacher who made the fight for 
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Shenk. We make this correction 
because the young colored lady 
teachers engaged there took no 
stock whatever in the campaign. 

MAYOR H. H. ROSE 


The election of Judge H. H. 
Rose as Mayor of this city is not 
only a great personal triumph for 
the Judge, but a mighty protest 
of the voters against the ineffi¬ 
cient manner in which the city 
government has been run by the 
presen t administration. Despite 
the noise made by the united 
press about Mr. Shenk's special 
training and fitness for the posi¬ 
tion of Mayor, the cost of running 
the city attorney's office was so 
out of proportion to what it should 
have been that the people decided to 
disagree with the self-subsidized press 
and retire Mr. Shenk to private 
life. In face of the cost and the 
inefficient manner in which the 
legal department of the city had 
been handled, the voters grew 
suspicious when the press united 
and grew so profuse in praise of 
Mr. Shenk. Another thing that 
made Judge Rose strong with the 
people was the attempt on the 
pulpit and the press to elevate 
Mr. Shenk to mayorality by slan¬ 
dering Judge Rose. This, too, in 
spite of his long clean record as 
judge of the Police Court. The 
victory that Judge Rose has won 
shows that the average thoughtful 
citizen places very little confidence 
in what the big daily papers say. 
Otherwise Judge Rose would not 
have had a look in. The average 
citizen reads the dailies owned by 
multi-mil lion ares to get the news, 
but for no other purpose. The 
position of many of the daily papers 
in dealing with the humbler mem¬ 
bers of the community is often so 
biased and dishonest that the 
people cannot trust them in larger 
matters. 

Judge Rose is a man of destiny. 
He is able, fearless, clean, and the 
one man around whom all of the 
people will rally for relief from the 
present freak government of this 
state. Judge Rose will be governor 
of California.
